REPRESENTATIVE S. THOMPSON: I had the privilege and the pleasure of
knowing Governor White since Governor Dolph Briscoe appointed him secretary
of state in 1973. I was witness to the groundbreaking changes he supported as
governor that affected all Texans and, most particularly, members of minority
groups. He appointed more minorities and women to government positions than
all of the governors before him combined.

Governor White was a dedicated public servant who embodied Sam
Houston ’s famous quote, "Do right and risk the consequences." He boldly
proposed to pay for education reform by asking the legislature to raise taxes
knowing that he alone would be held responsible. Governor White ’s legacy lives
on in many ways, but he will always be remembered for changing Texas
education for the better by increasing teacher pay, limiting class size, and placing
academics over sports. He had courage and fortitude beyond measure.

To his wife, Linda Gale; to his children, Mark, Andrew, and Elizabeth; and
to his grandchildren, please accept our most heartfelt condolences. The house of
representatives mourns with you. We give thanks for the vision and courageous
leadership of this most extraordinary man. He was truly a Tall Texan.

I hoped that we could improve the bill,
which is why I voted in favor of several amendments that would have improved it
by, for example, providing greater access to the ballot for senior citizens. There
are problems with our mail-in ballot system in Texas; and I believe we need to
study this issue in-depth, invite stakeholders to give public testimony, and work
together to create a bipartisan solution to this issue.
